Alberta’s wheat crop this year is estimated at’ 
bed million busheis, Deducting 12 million bushels 
|for seed, wastage, hold-over, ete, there would 
lremain 135 million bushels for sale. Assuming 
| that the average grade of the total crop. will 
equal No. 2 Northern, the crop was worth 
October 25th 94 cents at Fort William. Today 
the Edmonton price at farmer's wagon for No. 
2 Northern is 70 cents. The difference between 
Edmonton street price and the price in the ele- 
vator at Fort William is 24 cents. Out of the 
24 cents there must be paid freight, 15.6 cents, | 
interest on purchase money, handling and termi- 
nal charges and profits. At 70 cents a bushel 
net to the farmer the 135 million bushel wheat 
crop is worth some ninety-four and a half millions 
of dollars. Under ordinary conditions, this is 
the amount that would be turned into the ordin-

It is claimed that over forty per cent of the 
; acreage and therefore of the crop is under con- 
tract to be delivered to the wheat pool. That 
would be 54 million bushels. At 70 cents, the 
price yesterday, it would be worth to the farmer 
nearly thirty-eight million dollars.
